Victoria Election Caae. 
This case, which has caused suoli general 



interest, after beins nearly four months be- 
fore (he Assembly in a dormant state, is at 
last revived by being called up three times 
before the Election Committee. Nothing 
but a few preliminary questions have yet 
fee^erseltled. The merits of the case are 
still untouched, Whether they ever will be 
' deoided, it is difficult to tell, at the rate at 
which the case has been moving. The 
qiuisiion now bef-ire the Committee is 
whether the revised lists of voters may be 
opened, Yesterday was consumed in hear- 
ing counsel on both dicles. The disfed'daiit's 
counsel opposed opening the lisl^^'J' whilst 
the counsel for the pelilioner maintained 
that the lista.were not oonolusivoj but that a 
notorious fraiid had. been' committed by 
tome iMTenty alien negroes regisleri n g t h e m - 
selves and voting for defendant; that ihe 
Reviser's decision only extended to the set- 
tiemenl-of dinputes) that the Reviser had 
only certified to the property qualification ol 
voters, and not as to whether they possessed 
the other qualifications, snch as being lint- 
ish subjects, or resided the requisite lime in 
the country; and thai, therefore, both on 
the ground of fraud— which vitiates every 
transaction— and the incompleteness of ihe 
revised lists, he claimed that the list should 
be opened. The Comuiitlee, after delib- 
erating in secret for an hour or two, ad- 
journed till to-day, at eleven o'clock, when 
their decision will be given. 

No one believes for a momeDt that Frank- 
lin is entitled to a seat in the Assembly. It 
is now too well known that he has been 
illegally returned through the fraudulent 
conduct of the lowest type of humanity. 
Should the lists, therefore, not be opened, 
the result will be a standing disgrace to the 
country ; and in that case we fear that the 
Committee will have to make an able show- 
ing if they escape public cen.sure. The 
fraud is so notorious thiit il is im|ii)>sible to 
see any reason why the lists " tTc nnH.pi'iied j 

ever, decide to open the eniiie lists, as thoy 
ought, if they ilesire [inrity in tne rifcliosis. 
then the merits of the case will bi' Irieil, and 
it will be soon determined wliu has and who 
has not the majority of legal votei.s; and 
who is entitled to represent Victoria, whe- 
thtr Frank Im or De Cosmos. Fair play is 
all we ask. Shall we have it? 



Another Man Stabbed to Death 

On Saturday evening last, at about seven 
o'clock, a dilliculiy occurred on the Saanich 
road, near Dr. Tolmio's house, between two 
men, named George Snelling and Edmund 
Simonds, which resulted in the fatal stab- 
bing of the latter. Snelling is employed on 
a ranch in the country, and was on his way 
homo when the difficulty occurred, while 
Simonds was reeling about on the road, 
seeming scarcely -able to . hdlp , himself. 
Simonds was found lying on the road a 
short time after the occasion, and conveyed 
to the Royal Hospitalj where he breathed 
his last in a few moments after reaching 
there. Snelling immediately after com- 
mitting the deed, came into town, and gave 
himself up to the police, stating that ho had 
stabbed the man in self-defen.so, while the 
latter was trying lo r(jb him. Doctor Dick- 
son yesterday summoned a jury and held 
an inquest on the body : 

Win. Robinson (colored) sworn— About 7 
o'clock on last Saturday evening, saw the 
prisoner and deceased walking towards 
town : both men seemed drunk, and the de- 
ceased very much so; tbey were talking 
loud; presently the prisoner said, "You 

d d thief, you tried to rob me"; he then 

grappled with deceased, threw him down, 
"01 astride of his breast, and raising his 
hiMul, struck him (as 1 then thought) with 
his list ; but when he raised his hand again, 
I saw he hail a knile in it; (here was blood 
,111 the Itnik- when he raised it; 'the prisoner 
shortly alierwards got on hi.s horse and rode 
into (own, as he said, to give himself up. 
The deceased lay still on the ground ; 
thought he was dead, and started into town 
to get assistance, and watch that the prisoner 
gave himself up; the deceased was vcty 
jru„k_ioo much so to have robbed the pri- 
8one'- ; he seemed begging to be let oil, just 
before he was stabbed ; the prisoner could 
have got away from deceased with great 
ea.se if he had seen lit to do so ; when the 
deceased lay on his back with the prisoner 
on lop of him, ho did not have hold of hira. 

A. L. Newby, a coloied man, testified that 
between 5 and 6 o'clock, he saw the prison- 
er riding along the road ahead ol deceased, 
who was very much intoxicated ; prisoner 
asked me to hold his horse; I did so, and ho 
cot off and went back, picked up a big slick 
and struck deceased a heavy bhiw on the 
lo.ehead with it : dec-ased did not lall, and 
a moment after prisoner ollered him a drink 
of liquor out of a bottle which he had tied to 
Ihe saddle on his horse ; while he was get- 
ling the liquor, deceaseil tried to strike liini, 
burprisoner turned and offered him the b<it- 
tie, wlncti, after so.me sparring on the part 
(il the deceased, he took, bui didn't drink 
,iiiy: we cariif ahing into town, and left 
Ihcin in the road talking. 

Andrew Mc Lean testified about the same 
ihi; case until Wednesday, at 10 ''b'cToc'k',

FoiiT DouoLAS, July iS, ISGO. 
KuiToa British CoiiONIst. — In paaaing over 
ihi.s portage several times lately, I have had an 

oppnrtiinlty iif sceinR what h.is been done by the 
ruad makers. Tlie riiiiii is wliat is railed liiii.slicd 
from here to tho llocky liliilf, near the twenty- 
mile or H.ot-8prlng House ; but if the contract 
reads like some other contracts in the Colony, 
namely — that the road is to be made "hiird and 
smiHilb," it certainly falls very far sliurt nf it. 
From one end of the road to tlie other, except in 
places AThere there is no stone, it is covered with 
loose stone, from the size of a man's head down- 
wards, in snttieient iiuantilics lo prevent any ad- 
vant:iL;ei)US tcaiuiii ; and iiiiles.'i that very iisefiil 
body of men, the S.ap|)ct.s and Miners, or some 
Others, are sent over the track again to break or 
move them off, the road will be of very little use 
fur waj»nniim this season. 'I'eainslers and packers 
s.iv. that in the prrsciit cniiditiiin iif llie mail, 
nmre can be packed on mules backs tlian in 
\vai;iins ; besides, in many places, thobanks of the 
cuttings arc bcginniiii; to fall down, and niilc-s
